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There has been no change during the past few months in the number of airstrips 
or of the rmber of plenea. However, many small airstrips are now being used 
as infantry parade grounds and the large ones have been enlarged and improved. 


The sirstrip at Yumaipu, south of Yenchang (121-19, 38-48), has been used a8 @ 
parade ground for Soviet artillery troops. Occasionally, the infantry goes 
there for firing practice. . 


fhe west airstrip at Chinchou (121-43, 39-07) hae aleo been used as a parade 
ground for artillery troops. These troops are not stationed at the field, but 
go there only te practice. Firing, which usually lasts for two héurs in the 
aarly morning, is directed toward the asa, and the target is a wooden armoured 
car or a wooden toat. Rockets are fired first.
